In many instances 
where a subdivision or towusite has 
been registered, there is also a tend¬ 
ency for the owner of adjoining lands 
to sell or lease (generally for the pur¬ 
pose of erecting dwellings i lots of 
from one half acre up, but to do this 
by description without survey, and fr 
equently by agreement of sale so that 
nothing is officially known of the tra 
Dsactlon for some time There lia i 
thus often arisen a very undesirable 
condition with buildings erected with 
out reference to existing subdivision 
or development and often blocking 
further desirable development 

Section 43 of The Town Planning 
Act has been enacted to take care of 
the above and similar situations. No 
more than one dwelling is ordinarily 
legally permitted cn any registered 
parcel (unless used exclusively for ag 
ricultural purposes) and new parcels 
of land cannot be loosely defined by 
description but only under authoritat¬ 
ive approval on behalf of the Provin¬ 
cial Town Planning Board. Just what 
this legislation may mean to the fut¬ 
ure advantage of tho Province can be 
best realized by a consideration of 
the many difficulties that have arisen 
where such provisions were not made 
effective or carried out In the past.

In this 
large glass case is 'a collection of 3 
medals, pre ented to the Archives by 
J. A. Mullens of London, Ehigland, 
as being of particular interest to 
CanacEans. These decorations all be * 
longed to Sergeant Arthur Herbert 
Lt'ndsey Richard on, V. C., the first 
Canadian to receive the Victoria 
C.oss. 

The Vitoria Cross occupies the cent 
lal position in this frame and to one

It is 
a maltese crodj of bronze made fi^om 
captured enemy guns, and is about 
an inch and a half square. It has 
tho I'.on And the crown stamped on 
It i»ndi a r croll wHh "For Valour" on- 
graved. It is hung on a wide purple 
.ibbon. Thfs cross was Awarded to 
Sergeant Richardson for action at 
Wolvp Spruit. South Afilca, on July 
5th, 1900. 

The second medal is a service med¬ 
al for the South African War 1899- 
1901. It Is a silver medal of nearly 
two inches in diameter suspended on 
a yellow, blue and orange ribbon 
with three silver bars across it. 
Each of these bars Is for some par 
licular engagement and the posaiblc 
number, i> over twenty. Lord Rob 
er.s is the only one who ever re¬ 
ceived the medal with all the service 
bars, and it was presented to him 
only through courtesy. 

The other of the e medals Is one 
presented to Segeant Richardsn to 
show that he was present at the co“- 
onation of King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra In 1902. It is about an 
inch in diameter and is of bronze 
with the bu t of the King and Queen 
stamped on it. A red blue and white 
ribbon Is attached. 

Anyone glancing at these medal.s 
quickly will not likely be at all im- 
pressfl^l with them, but If you w-ll 
allow yourself to think for a few 
momehts of the man to whom these 
belonged, of the many experiences 
that he must hhve bad to be awa:d-
